THREE  YEARS  OF  PROGRESS  FOR  THE  XORMAL  (1023-1026) 

The  years  1923  to  1926  have  been  marked  by  steady  growth  and  iniprovctni.nt  along  all 
lines.  The  school  plant  has  I)een  expanded,  the  I-"acnlty  has  been  enlarged,  the  attendance 
has  increased,  courses  of  study  have  been  multiplied,  and  the  general  tone  and  ciiaracter  of 
the  work  have  been  professionalized  and  elevated.  For  fuller  information  upon  these 
points,   read   the    folhming    paragraphs : 

Tiiii,  School  Pi,a.\t 

In  January.  192.1.  the  scliodl  came  into  possession  of  the  si)len(li(l  tract  of  275  acres 
previously  i)urcha>ed  by  the  City  of  Troy  for  a  new  site  for  the  .Xormal.  About  twenty-five 
acres  of  this  were  surveyed  and  plotted  as  a  campus  for  the  real  school  activities  and  the 
remainder  was  devoted  to  dairying,  farming,  etc.,  as  school  adjuncts.  In  1924,  a  strip  150 
feet  wide  and  containing  appro.ximately  5'/,  acres,  was  obtained  on  the  south  side  of 
Thompson  Street :  and  other  small  jylots  amounting  to  about  9  acres  were  purchased  in 
order  to  straighten  the  north  I)oundary  line.  Flence,  the  new  siti.'  contains  approximately 
285  acres. 

Upon  this  site,  the  lirst  unit  of  the  New  and  Greater  Xormal  iias  been  erected — the 
training  school  building,  known  as  Kilb.v  Hall.  A  swimming  pool  and  bath  house  have  been 
built,  and  an  atliletic  lield  has  been  laid  off  and  equipped  with  bleachers.  Several  modern 
farm  and  dairy  buildings  have  been  constructed;  several  hundred  old  pecan  trees  have  been 
top-worked  to  modern  varieties:  a  good  bit  of  ornamental  shrubberx  has  been  set  out;  and 
the  grounds   around    Kilby   Hall   arc   now   being  terraced   and   graded. 

Besides  these  improvements,  the  streets  have  been  paved  all  the  wa\  from  the  heart  of 
the  City  to  the  farther  side  of  the  athletic  i)ark. 

At  the  old  plant  the  most  notable  change  is  the  tran>fer  of  the  departnients  of  science 
and  home  econoiuics  from  the  main  building  to  cottages  prepared  and  set  apart  especially 
for  them  across  the  street  tt)  the  east  of  the  manual  training  building.  This  releases  four 
rooms  in  the  main  building   for  class  purposes,  and  reliexes  our  congestion  to  some  extent. 

The  removal  of  the  elementary  training  school  to  Kilby  llall  in  the  fall  of  1924.  marked 
the  beginning  of  the  transfer  of  the  School  to  its  splendid  new  site  ;  but,  in  order  to  retain 
it  as  a  laboratory  of  methods,  it  became  necessary  to  provide  (|uick  and  reliable  transpor- 
tation of  student  teachers  back  and  forth  between  the  old  and  the  new  jjlants.  Hence,  two 
motor  busses   now   constitute   an   e^^i'utial   ])art    of   the   school   e(|niiinu-nt.

In  l''2.1.  the  lirandon  Administration  enlarged  the  State  lioard  of  I'.ducation  l.\  placing 
upon  it  one  repre>eiitati\  e  fron^  each  congressional  district.  Hence,  it  is  now  composed  ot 
twelve  members  including  the  (Governor  and  the  State  Superintendent  of  lulncation,  who 
are  cx-officio  members.  The  IJoard  formerly  consisted  of  the  cx-offi  io  and  six  members 
chosen  at  random  in  the  State.

During  the  current  >ear  ihe  memorial  scholarshii»  in  honor  of  Dr.  C  L.  McCartha 
was  completed,  and  it  is  ncnv  available  to  young  people  who  are  ambitious  for  an  education 
and  are  unal)le  to  secure  it  except  with  linancial  assistance.  The  establishment  of  this 
scholarship  is  peculiarly  approi)riate,  since  it  continues  the  generous  policy  of  aiding  worthy 
\oung  people  with  perM)nal  loans  and  moral  supiiort  pursued  by  Dr.  McCartha  during  his 
life    time.

The  year  1925-6  marks  a  distinct  advance  in  the  organization  of  the  Class  .\  Normals 
by  the  addition  (,f  a  clearly  differentiated  Senior  High  School.  This  was  done  to  make  the 
SchooN  a  com|)lele  unit  from  the  primary  grades  through  thiir  highe>t  classes— a  complete 
model    fur   the   students  oi    i-dncation   who  ir.ay   wish   to  study   thein   as   s  ich.

It  contains  the  names  attd 
last  known  addresses  <jf  all  graduates  of  the  School,  and  extra  copies  are  available  to  those 
who  value  such  information.  It  is  more  than  probable  that  it  contains  some  inaccuracies 
and  that  there  m;i\  l)r  a  few  omissions.  Ii  so.  the  School  authorities  would  welcome  cor- 
rn  lions   \.\    an\    oiu-   who   will    furnish  Mie    facts.

Throuijhoiit  the  year  at  S.  X.  S.,  many  thesis  are  i^iven  by  the  Senior  Class, 
since  each  must  give  a  thesis  as  part  of  liis  requirement  for  graduation.  These 
thesis  are  written  by  Prof.  Wright's  famous  seven  steps  which  are: 

I.  Statement    of    Problem. 

Z:  Illustration    of    Problem. 

3.  Evolution   of    Problem. 

4.  Solution    of    Problem. 

5.  Elaboration'   of    Problem. 

6.  Verification    of    Problem. 

7.  Adjustment    of    Problem. 

Of  the  thesis  given  this  year,  the  class  and  I'rnf.  Wright  have  unanimously 
vt)ted  that  of  Mr.  O.  C.  Paulk  to  be  the  most  inspiring.  The  success  of  Mr.) 
Faulk  seems  to  be  due  to  his  absolute  familiarity  with  his  subject.  .Since  this 
thesis  is  really  a  niastei"piece,  I  will  present  it  here  so  that  manv  mav  l)enefit  bv 
his  wisdom.     It  is  as  follows: 

Prof.  \\'right,  classmates  and  all  other  suffering  pedagogues,  we  all  wisji  to 
succeed.  In  coming  in  contact  with  others  we  see  that  a  great  factor  in  de- 
termining success  is  personalty.  From  psychology  we  have  learned  that  the 
chief  characteristics  of  personalty  are  brains  and  brass.  Since  these  two  factors 
play  such  an  interesting  part  in  our  lives,  and  very  few  of  us  are  lucky  enough 
to  possess  both,  c[uite  naturally  the  ])roblem  arises: 

Which  is  more  to  l)e  desired,  lirains  or  brass?  ( ^'ou  will  note  that  1  have 
taken  stej)   1  ). 

I  listen  intently  for  an  answer  lint  only  bear  a  deafening  silence.  Therefore, 
1  will  atteni])!  to  answer  it.  As  an  illustration  let  us  consider  the  scholastic 
careers  of  .\lr.  Doc.  Carrol  and  nuself.  1  am  using  this  illu'-tration  because 
you  are  all  familiar  with  the  circumstances  and  it  will  therefore  impress  indelibly 
on  your  minds  the  i)oint  1  wish  to  make.  Mr.  Carrol  is  a  vei"y  retiring  young 
fellow,  as  you  all  know.  Ho  usually  sits  in  the  rear  of  the  room  and  never 
speaks  unless  called  u])oii,  \et  he  has  a  head  almost  e.\i)l(Kling  with  brains. 
Therefore  his  daily  grades  are  poor  even  though  his  examinatidu  grades  are  the 
best  in  the  class. 

I  on  the  other  band,  sit  in  front  and  apjtear  to  listen  vt'ry  intently  to  what 
the  in.structor  savs.  \\  henever  he  asks  me  a  (luestion  I  start  as  tiiongh  to  answer 
it  but  before  he  knows  it,  I  am  telling  some  of  my  own  ])tTsonal  exp.'riences 
which  are  invariably  so  interesting  as  to  make  him  forget  ibr  (juestion  asked. 
He  gives  me  a  high  daily  grade  and  even  though  I  don't  know  much  at  exam- 
ination time  my  daily  grade  gives  me  a  very  good  average  and  I  am  saved  the 
labor  of  .studying, 

(Step   II   is   comi)l(ted  ). 

I'he  sjcond  illustration  1  will  also  takr  frdiii  our  own  school.  At  a  recent 
.S.  X.  S.  alumnae  baiKpiet  each  i)erson  was  recjuired  to  contribute  an  original 
joke,  song,  or  stunt.  The  judges  were  Mr.  Hughes,  .Mr.  Hayes,  and  .Mr.  I'ynnm. 
Some  u.sed  lots  of  brain  and  eff'ort  and  ])roduced  some  very  nice  catchy  ones,, 
but  as  in  everv  case  there  were  those  who  ])ro<luceil  ])oorly.  (  )nc  ])retty  little 
girl  had  a  song.  It  contained  neither  meter,  rytbm  nor  content,  worth  s])eaking 
of.     She  ])roinis(<l  the  judges  a  yankee  dime  if  tbe\    would  .award  lier  the  prize. 


She  won.  Mere  a.i^ain  we  see  brass  tritiiiiphint,'  over  l)rriin.  ('J'his  concludes 
step  III  ). 

'J'heretore  we  can  easily  see  from  the  above  illustrations  that  brass  is  more 
to  be  desired  than   brain.     (Step  I\'). 

When  a  brainy  man  tells  a  joke  it  is  looked  u\Hm  as  a  jjretended  fact  and  his 
veracity  exasj^eratinj^dy  doubted.  If  he  attempts  flattery  it  is  taken  for  satire, 
and  instead  of  flatterin.ij.  he  himself  is  flattened  as  if  he  were  sat  uj)on.

After  a  successful  four-year  cruise  tlirough  high  school  in  a  row  boat,  we 
decided  to  continue  our  education,  hoardfd.  in  September.

Tlu'  crinixin  and  l)lack  of  our  ck-ar  old  S.  X.  S.  never  boasted  a  more  valiant 
group  of  pigskin  warriors  than  tho-e  wlio  represented  us  on  the  gridiron  during 
the  season  of  '25.  CHaeh  P>\nuni  endeavored  to  turn  out  a  well  oiled,  smoothly 
finictioninL;  machine  and  he  succeeiled  beyond  our  fondest  expectations.  Team 
work,  combined  with  versatilitv  and  s])eed  made  the  Bulldogs  formidable  antagon- 
ists against  any  opposition,  and  had  Dame  b'ortune  deigned  to  favor  us  with  the 
breaks,  we  would  have  turned  in  more  victories.  Lack  of  adequate  reserve 
material   i)roved  our  greatest  handicap.
